Court OKs 

Hansen’s 

convictions

SAN FRANCISCO — Former 
Idaho Congressman George V. . 
Hansen’s convictions of defraud- 
ing five banks were upheld Fri- 
day by a federal appeals court. 

Hansen. 63, a seven-term Re- 
publican defeated for re-election 
in. 1984, is serving a four-year 
federal prison sentente on 
charges dating from 1990. He 
earlier served a onc-ycar sen- 
tence on a separate conviction of 
failing to report loans and securi- 
ties profits on his financial dis- 
closure statement while still in 
Congress. 

The 9th U;S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals upheld the convictions 
ansen and John Scorcsby on 


'45 felony charges. 

Scorcsby, 46, sentenced to 21 
months in prison, had been 
Hansen’s field representative in 
Congress and also was regional 
chairman of the Idaho Republi- 
can Party until he resigned in 
1992. 

The court said Hansen and 
Scorcsby ran an elaborate check- 
kiting operation in which they 
wrote checks without sufficient 
funds against accounts at several 
Idaho banks and deposited other 
checks to cover them. They ob- 
tained the money from private 
lenders, purportedly to pay for 
political projects, the court said. 

When Hansen filed for protec- 
tion under bankruptcy laws in 
October 1990 and advised two of 
his lenders to stop payment on 
• their checks, the Bank of Com- 
■^merce in Idaho Falls was left 
j with more than $2.1 million in 
I bad checks, the court said. 


The bankruptcy filing by 
Hansen and Scorcsby listed 
debLs of over $18 million to 200 
people. Those were not. a part of 
Uie criminal convictions. 

In his appeal, Hansen said the 
bonks were aware of his activi- 
ties, condoned them and there- 
fore were nut defrauded. 

“Lacking deception, there 
could be no fraud," said 
Hansen's lawyer. John Runft. He 
contended the bank officers’ tes- 
timony showed they knew what 
Hansen and Scorcsby were do- 
ing, despite the jury’s conclusion 
to ihc coritnuy. 

But-ihe court said the si?« and - 
duration of the "loan program’’ 
entitled the jury to conclude the 


complicated scheme to defraud 
the banks." 

The unanimous decision was 
issued by Judges Alfred Good- 
win. Mary Schroeder and 
William Norris. 

Hansen is now in the Federal 
Correctional Institution in Pe- 
tersburg, Va., with a scheduled 
release date of Oct. 6, 1996. 
Runft said he did not know 
whether Hansen would appeal 
the ruling. 

“I'm glad to sec it over,” As- 
sistant U.S. Attorricy George 
Breitsameter said. 

Runft said he wasn’t opti- 
mistic about winning jcvcrsal of- 
the conviction after the panel of 
appeals judges gave him only 10 
minutes to present his case. 

Rick Camaroli. Pocatello at- 
torney who handled Scorcsby’s 
case, couldn’t be reached for 
comment.

WASHINGTON — In ex- 
change for the support of West- 
ern allies in threatening NATO 
air strikes to end Serb shelling of

Bosnia to sign onto a variation of 
the partition plan and to do it 
quickly." 

Until now, the United States 
has opposed the plan, mediated 
by Lord David Owen for the Eu- 
ropean Union and Thorvald von 
Stoltcnbcrg for the United Na- 
tions, on the grounds that it im- 
poses an unfair settlement on 
Bosnia as the victim of Serb ag-

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U.S. military ready 
for 1 war, but not 2 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
military is plagued by “pockets of 
unreadiness" caused by budget cuts, 
base closures and severe troop 
reductions that could make it diffi- 
cult to fight two major wars, a top 
retired Army general said Friday. 

Even though the military has been 
in a stale of turbulence for several 
years, said Gen. E.C. “S|iy" Meyer, 
today's forces appear adequately 
prepared to go to war. 

He spoke at the Pentagon after 
releasing a report on the military’s 
readiness to enter combat and con- 
- duct other missions. 

Defense Seaetary .William Perry, 
who spoke before Meyer, was, more 
upbeat. “Our readiness today is as- 
high as it has ever been," Pen^ said, 
praising Meyer's panel for helping 
identify potential problem areas. 

Meyer said it is far more difficult 
to assess how ready those forces 
will be several years down the road, 
or how capable they will be ’when 
the four service branches need to 
fight as a team. 

“There are lots of pockets of 
unreadiness out there,” Meyer said. 

For example, he cited spare-part 
problcnts in the Air Force; Army 
personnel mismatches coased by the 
inpid drawdown of forces, and a 
high rate of operations that detracts 
from the Marine Corp.s‘ training 
abilities. 


Meyer's panel was appointed by 
former Dcfen.se Secretary 1x3 Aspin 
and given the task of helping the. 
Pentagon judge readiness. 

Meyer would not speculate 
whether readiness problems will be 
solved over the long term, given • 
continued budget pressures. The 
answer depends upon the military's 
size, budget and strategy it must fol- 
low, he said, 

Will the military be able to fight 
two major wars at nearly the same 
time, as the present strategy 
requires'? Meyer said his panel 
found several readiness areas "that 
would make it difficult for the 
United States to do that." 

Some members of Congress and 
senior members of the military had 
expressed concerns that the Clinton 
administration’s budget cuts would 
erode readiness and the military’s 
ability to train and equip troops. 

Meyer's report recommended war 
games to test the joint readiness of 
the Army. Navy, Air Force and 
Marine Corps, and nuclear exercises 
to “ensure the ability of military and 
civilian leadership to cany out their 
roles." 

JJTlic general readiness posture of 
our military units today appears to 
be acceptable." the report slated, but 
added that budget and troop cuts 
jnevilal>ly-wijl-rc.sull in some readi-- 
ne.ss problems in the future.

PCP done might halt effects of strokes 

SAN DIEGO — An experimental medicine that mimics the illicit 
drug PCP appears to reduce the irreversible brain damage resulting 
from strokes, raising the possibility of an effective treatment, 
researchers report. 

The medicine, called sdfotcl. shows promise of halting a disa.sirous 
chemical chain reaction in the brain that kills cells after a .stroke 
chokes off the blood supply. 

“I think this drug, or one like it. will ultimately be proven to be 
effective." said Dr. James C. Grolta of the University of Texas 
Medical School in Houston. 

However, the medicine carries one major side effect: PatienUi tem- 
porarily suffer hallucinations like those triggered by PCP. or angel 
dust, which affects the brain in a similar way.

He was fired from his $32,000- 
a*year job after an agency probe 
triggered by employees who said 
they overheard Bunch holding odd 
telephone conversations.

British clinic to provide abortion pill 

LONDON — A British clinic said Friday it will begin providing 
the abortion pill RU-486 to Anierican and other nonresident women. 

Frances Perrow, spokeswoman of the Marie Slopes International, 
said the Health Department agreed not to prosecute doctors or the 
nonresident patients to whom they dispense RU486 if strict condi- 
tions, including a two-week stay, are met. 

RU-486 is not licensed for use in the United States to induce abor- 
tions, but President Clinton has called for more research into the drug. 

Perrow said under guidelines set by the department, women must 
pay $500, prove they arc less than nine weeks pregnant, obtain the 
approval of two doctors at the London clinic, and stay long enough in 
Britain for a follow-up exam a week 'after the embryo is aborted. 

The woman's regular doctor must also be informed.

Traveling from as far as Australia 
and' New 2^aland, the 13 elderly 
RAP veterans, some accompanied 
by their’wives, bent agains^ a.cotd- 
wind during a minute of.silence as a 
wreath was laid against the walls, 
theirbombshir.' 

• *'It‘wBS-just a normal job, ^said 
Ian McRitchie, an Austrmian, who. 
was .shot down and captured, after _ 
' dropping his bombs in Operation 
Jericho. “But we were very tense, 
because we didn’t want to kill any 
Frenchmen.”. 

In a carefully planned raid on Feb. 
16, 1944, 18 small Mosquito 
bombers of Britain’; Royal Air 
Force carried out a request by the 
Resistance to fry in low and bomb 
the gates and walls of the prison at 
noon. 

The time was picked so the 
escapees could blend into crowded 
streets of Amiens, 70 miles north of 
Paris. 

Code-named for the Biblical city 
whose walls fell to Joshua’s trum- 
pets, the raid allowed’ 437 prisoners 
to flee. 

Historians say more than 70 pris- 
oners, along with 20 Germans, died 
when one plane’s bombs exploded 
in the courtyard. At least one unpris-

“We heard a great noise, and I 
looked out from my cell window,” 
recalled Pnehe, who had been arrest- 
ed when the Gestapo found an anti- 
tank mine at his home. 

“They were coming in so low, 1 
Wondered if they were going to 
crash into' the wall. I -hid under a 
staircase, and there was a blast,” 
Pache said. “Everything was black 
and frill of smoke." 

The prison today is still in use. 
Patches of lighter-colored bric*k 
mark the pla^ in the 22-foot walls 
where llie bombs punched holes. 

Gilbert Renault, the Resistance 
leader known as Col. Remy, wrote a 
book chronicling the escape that 
quoted one pilot as saying the planes 
flew in just 10 feel above ground. 

Of all the bombs, only one 
missed, hurtling through a hole in a 
wall al^dy blasted open by another 
bomb and exploding inside. 

Capt. P.C. Pickard, who plotted 
the raid after carrying out clandes- 
tine'landings in occupied France, 
and his navigator were killed when 
flying back over the prison |o check 
the success of the operation.

Panel likes 
plan for 
Mid-Snake

BOISE - With virtually no debate, the 
Senate Resources and Environment Com- 
mittee on Friday approved a slate protec- 
tion plan for the Middle Snake River that 
would ban most new hydropower dcvelop- 
ment . „ . 

All of Friday's testimony was m favor of 
the plan, which is supported by virtually all 
Magic Valley communities, water-using in- 
dustries, conservation groups and recre- 
ation groups. 

That’s a change from some previous nv- 
er-prolcction plans, such os the one for the 
Henry’s Fork of the Snake, that generated 
substantial opposition. 

Committee Chairman Laird Noh, noting 
the lack of controversy surrounding the 
mid-Snake plan, quipped that "there are no 
logging trucks parked around the Capitol 
today, no noor-riots." 

The plan’s main effect would be to pro- 
hibit proposed hydropower projects at Star 
Falls-Caldron Linn downstream of Milner 
Dam, and at Empire Rapids and Kanaka 
Rapi^ near Buhl. 

The Auger Falls project near Twin Falls 
and the Boulder Rapids project upstream of 
Buhl are exempt from the plan’s restric- 
tions. 

The mid-Snakc plan is the final one envi- 
sioned by the 1988 Comprehensive State 
Water Plan law. It covers 71.5 of the 91 
river miles between Milner Dam and King 
Hill. 

Most of the stretch would be designated 
“recreational,” meaning: 

• No new dams or hydropower projects.

(AP) — Re- 
jecting parallels to the Oliver North 
case, a judge on Friday ordered two 
animal-rights activists jailed for civil 
contempt for refusing to testify be- 
fore a federal grand jury. 

U.S. District Judge Fremming 
Nielsen said Kimberly Trimiew, 22, 
Medford. Ore., and Deborah Stout, 
25. Bozeman, Mont., would be re- 
leased whenever they decide to tell 
the grand jury what they know about 
a 1991 break-in and vandalism at a 
Washington State University re- 
search office. 

Nielsen -rejected arguments by 
Trimiew's attorneys that the wom- 
en’s immunized testimony before 
the Spokane grand jury might be 
' tised against them elsewhere in a na-' 
tionwidc investigation into the ani- 
mai-righis movement. 

Nielsen said a 1972 U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling protects an immunized 
witness who has not been criminally, 
charged. 

The women were handcuffed and 
led away by U.S. Marshals. They 
will be held in the Spokane County 
Jail, where Trimiew spent two 
I weeks before being released lost fall 
I pending an appeal. 


Stephen Houze, a Portland, Ore., 
attorney representing Trimiew, said 
he would seek an emergency bail 
hearing from the 9th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals in San Francisco. 

Stout’s attorney, Phillip “Dutch” 
Wetzel, said he would discuss ah ap- 
peal with his client. She declined 
comment. 

Two men have served lengthy jail 
terms for refusing to testify about 
the raid. WSU graduate student Rik 
Scarce was released in October after 
spending 159 days in the Spokane 
County Jail. Jonathan Paul of Cali- 
fornia served 158 days before being 
released last ApriL 

Both men were released after 
judges determined additional time 
would not coerce them into testify- 
ing. Federal law allows contempt 
sentences as long as 18 months. 

The women twice. refused to an- 
. swer questions asked by a grand jury 
in January, assistant U.S. Attorney 
Frank Wilson said. 

The grand jury is investigating the 
August 1991 Animal Liberation 
Front break-in that caused $100,000 
in damage to computers and files at 
a U.S. Department of Agriculture re- 


search office. Nearly -two dozen re- 
search animals were released from 
cages and pens. 

The case' has parallels to that of 
formci^Cagnn aide North, “who 
had to go to trial and then have his 
conviction overturned" because 
there was no procedure to ensure 
immunized testimony he gave to 
Congress wouldn’t be used against 
him in a criminal prosecution. 
Houze contended. 

“Oliver North was considered a 
hero by some people,” the lawyer 
said. “He had a well-funded defense, 
and he had to go to court and get 
convicted before he got justice." 

But Wilson urged the judge to dis- 
regard references to the North case,, 
which involved congressional im- 
munity and televised testimony that 
tainted North's prosecution. 

Wilson said in court in September 
the FBI believes the two women and 
fugitive activist Rodney Coronado 
were responsible for the WSU raid. 

Coronado has been indicted by a 
Michigan grand jury for destruction 
of government property stemming 
from a similar animal-rights break- 
in there.

Supporters said the committee had 
thrown away the best chance for an 
out*of*court settlement of school dis- 
trict claims that they arc not getting 
enough cash from the slate to provide 
the thorough education guaranteed by 
the state Constitution. 

But Chairman John Hansen. R- 
Idaho Fulls, said there is only one 
way that settlement will occur: wiih 
another formula revision that is 
acceptable enough to clear the 
Legislature while still maintaining 
the support of superintendents 
throughout the state. 

"It's time for. us to recognize the 
reality,” Hansen .said. "1 don't find 
any possibility that this measure, if it 
got out of this committee and the 
Senate, would get to first base in the 
Hou.se." 

Hansen is the most notable of the 
bill's opponents, along with the com- 
, mittce’s senior. mcmlwTi-RFpuhljcan 
-Laird Noh of Kimberly. Hansen 
offered to continue working with the 
superintendents to develop a revised 
formula that could win legislative 
approval. ,

BOISE — U.S. District Judge Harold Ryan has issued a prelimi- 
nary injunction against logging in the Cove-Mallard area of the Nez 
Perce National Forest. -

in the Grouse and Noble Creek drainages of the Cove-Mallard until 
Ryan rules on its lawsuit accusing the Forest Service of violating the 
Endangered Species Act and Clean Water Act. 

But Ryan’s order, Issued late Thursday after a hearing earlier in the day, 
has no impact on the Grou.se Creek drainage .since logging there already Is 
complete. The judge also directed attorneys for both sides to submit writ- 
ten arguments on the issuc.s in the ca.se. No hearing date was set.

BOISE (AP) — Lc^lalion dras- 
tically changing the way Idaho's 
two largest providers of health 
insurance operate has won unani- 
mous approval from the slate 
..Senate. 

The Senate vote on Friday 
marked the second hurdle the bill 
has cleared without opposition. It 
would require Blue Cross arid Blue 
Shield to give up their prefered 
legal status and become mutual 
insurance companies by next - 
January. 

"it’s almost incredible, but it's 
true,” Republican Sen. David 
Kerrick of Caldwell said. 

With the change, Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield, which cuircnlly' ensure . 
half the people in Idaho, will begin . 
paying the same taxes as other 
insurance companies in exchange 
for elimination of restrictions on the 
way they invest their money. 
Estimates on the additional tax rev- 
enue for the stale run as high os $7 
million a year. 

Control of the two organizations 
will also shift from the doctors and 
hospitals that set them up to the 
thousands of policy holders who 
depend on them for medical cover- 
age. 

To their benefit. Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield no longer be under 
strict regulatory control of the 
D^arimem of Insurance and the 
Andrus administration attempt to 
require them to provide open 
enrollment and community rating. 

Those requirements can only be 
imposed by taw on mutual and 
other traditional insurance compa- 
nies. 


INEL joins

IDAHO FALLS (AP) — The 
Idaho National Engineering 
Laboratory and Du Pont Co. are 
launching a research partnership 
aimed at solving a number of envi- 
ronmental problems. 

An agreement scheduled to be 
signed Wednesday in Idaho Falls 
creates a framework that will 
allow- Du Pont, of Wilmington, 
Del., and.EG&G Idaho Inc., the 
primary U.S. Department of 
Energy contractor at the INEL, to 
coordinate research efforts on var- 
ious environmental technologies. 

The agreement calls for an 
exchange of research information 
but no joint funding of projects.' 
The Energy Department’s Office 
of Technology Development is 
investing about $40. million in 
environmental research and devel- 
opment through the deparimeal’s 
Idaho Operations Office. 

"We believe this to be a signifi- 
cant achievement in our biotech- 
nology research and development 
efforts,” EG&G Idaho General 
Manager Earl Fray'said Friday. 
"Not only . .will the INEL and Du 
Pont have much to gain from this 
relationship, but the taxpayer will, 
too."

Slip can’t keep 
Jansen from gold

LILLEHAMMER, Norway - Tlic record fell. Dan Jansen 
didn't. 

The world’s fastest specdskater finally lived up to his 
-billing in an Olympic race, surviving a ncar-si>ill to erase a 
decade of heartache in I minute, 1 2.43 seconds — a world 
record in the 1,000 meters and his first gold medal after 
seven bitter misses. 

"It’s unbelievable,” said Jansen, who cried tears of joy 
Friday after years of disappointment. 'Tm so happy. I’ve 
waited so long. Finally, it’s here." 

. His long wait over, Jansen wa.s cheered nuieously by his 
family, his competitors and his rfewfound Norwegian fans. 
His wife, Robin, sobbed after Jansen’s world record flashed 
on the board. 

Jansen, as he did Monday after skidding out of con- 
tention in the 500 meters, pulled back his hood and 
clutched his head — this lime in exultation, noi disbelief. 

After his vicloryi Jansen took a victory lap carrying an 
American flag and his 9-month-old daughter Jane, named 
after bis sister who died during the 1988 Games, when all 
of America began following the spccdskatcr’s career. 

Six years later, in his final Olympic race, they saw 
Jansen ukc home the gold. 

While Jansen picked up his medal, the U.S, picked up 
some respect in two other cvcnLi, The luge team, bouncing 
back from its disappointing start, posted its best finishes 
ever in the two-man. and the Americans copped their best- 
cver finish in the women’s biathlon — a 1 4th. 

There’s a chance at a surprise U.S. medal in the Nordic 
combined, where I7-ycar-old Todd Lodwick was in fifth 
place after the ski jump. Depending on Saturday’s cross- 
country race, he could su^ass the U.S,' best previous 
Nordic combined finish: ninth place by Rolf Monsen in 
1932, 

Thc'‘Russian hockey team continued it.s sudden fall from 
power by dropping its second game in Lillehammcr the 
first time they’d lost twice in the same Olympics since 
1 960, when the Americans look the gold. 

And in a delicious twist of Olympic irony, last week’s 
defendant — the United States Olympic Committee — 
played host to the plaintiff, Tonya Harding, ai a news con- 
ference for 1,500 journalists. 

The Hamar rink was kinder, to big-name .skaters Friday 
than it was a night earlier, as 1984 gold medalists Jayne 
Torvill and Christopher Dean of England placed third in

HAMAR, Norway - It was Dan Jansen's 
burden, and at long last, redemption, that 
made his one of the Great Stories. 

After disappointment in Sarajevo, 
tragedy in Calgary and frustration in Al- 
bertville, the 28-ycar-old speed skater had 
his tears of joy on Friday, breaking a 10- 
year jinx and a world record to win a gold 
medal in the 1,000 meters. 

‘Tm just so relieved that it’s over and it 
has a happy ending.'' he said. He had the 
weary air of a man who just finished a 
mammon, not the two-thirds mile it took a 
single, fat minute to s*kate in the glaring 
lights of the Viking Ship Olympic Hall. 

Happy, yes. And not just for Jansen and 
his family. 

Twelve thousand fans of all nationalities 
gasped when he wobbled going into a late 
turn, then roared as he crossed the line in 1 
minute, 12.43 seconds. .11 seconds under 
the old marie. 

It was the same across the Olympic zone.

He plays nearly 
every shift for his team in the 
Swedish Elite League, “so he was 
very, very tired in his legs when 
wc met up,” Swedish coach Curt 
Landmark said. 

Forsberg struggled on the 
national team in pre-Olympic exhi- 
bitions. After six straight games 
without a point, he had two assists 
in an 8-3 victory over the United 


States in the Izvcsiia Cup last 
December. 

Now comes a slow start in Ihc 
Olympics. 

“Most of the pressure he puls on 
himself," teammate Mats Naslund 
said. “I think he feels he has to 
show the crowd and the media peo- 
ple and the Quebec Nordiqucs that 
they made the right choice when 
they signed him.” 

The Swedes have scored 15 goals 
in their first three games, making 
Forsberg’s troubles less noticeable. 
They’ve already clinched a berth in 
the quarterfinals.

Credit card wars heat up in Lillehammer 


ULLEHAMMER, Norway (AP) — 
Forget Harding vs. Kerrigan. That’s 
tame stuff compared to the Olympic 
battle between Visa and American 
Express. 

The credit-card war escalated Friday 
when American Express rejected an 
IOC ultimanim to change its advertis- 
ing campaign so os not to .challenge 
Visa's status ns exclusive Olympic 
sponsor. 

The International Olympic 
Committee responded by giving Visa 
Ihc go-ahead to resume comparative 
advertising against American ^press. 

Visa is one of 12 intemationol cor- 
porations belonging to the IOC’s offi- 


cial sponsorship program, known os 
“TOP.” The compinies pay up to S40 
million each for exclusive worldwide 
marketing rights connected with the 
Games, including use of the Olympic 
rings and symboll 

Tfic IOC accuses 'American Express 
of using “ambush” or “parasite” mar- 
keting techniques to try to associate 
itself with the Games and disrupt 
Visa’s position os official sponsor. 

American Express says Visa uses the 
Olympics to "b^” its rival. 

The Visa-Amcrican Express feud 
has flared up at the past several 
Olympic Gomes. This time, the contro- 
versy was triggered by on American 


Express television commercial that 
shows images of Norway and 
Lillehammer. The voice-over says: 

“So if you’re traveling to Norway, 
you’ll need a passort^ but you don’t 
need a visa” 

Dick Pound, the IOC’s marketing 
chief, wrote American Express offi- 
cials this week demanding they drop 
that line from the ad. He gave them 48 
hours to comply, with a deadline of 
Tbur^y rooming. 

American Expt^ refused. 

“American ^press has no plans to 
scale back our customer service in 
Norway or our related advertising," the 
company said in a statemenL 


Harding makes nice for reporters, but won’t discuss attack 


-LILLEHAMMER, Norway (AP) 
— Tonya Harding scored a perfect 
6.0 for presentation. 

She wore n red, white and blue 
USA Jacket and the right touch of 
makeup. A silver cross lay over her 
white turtleneck. She spoke of faith 
in God, prjdc in representing the 
United Scales, allegiance to her 
teammates, saying all the correct 
things Friday in her first Olympic 
news conference. 

Harding confessed embarrassment 
over published photos of her danc- 
. ing topless at a Halloween party. 
She did her best to get past the scan- 
dal of the attack on Nancy Kerrigan, 
to talk about skating and medals 
instead of investigations and arrests. 

Yet unanswered questions lin- 
gered. 

Is Tonya Harding honest or 
phony? An innocent victim or a sin- 
ister schemer? A demure young 
woman or a bawdy sexpot who' likes 
to pose nude? 

It was impossible to know, and 
nothing she said revealed any more 
' of the truth except pcriiaps al^ut the 
pressure she’s feeling. 


.“When everything’s done," she 
said, "then I think 1 con sit down and 
cry.” 

Harding, still under investigation 
by a grand jury, asked to have her 
attorney by her side at the confer- 
ence. U.S. Olympic Committee offi- 
cials told her that would not be 
acceptable. Instead, she came with 
her attorney’s wife, coach Diane 
Rawlinson, and deferred to her 
often. Sometimes they conferred on 
answers. • ■ ' . . 

Harding responded with silence 
and a stunned look to the first ques- 
tion by a reporter. Why, he asked, 
should anyone believe she’s inno- 
cent in the Kerrigan attack after she 
lied to the FBI obout the covcriip of 
the plot and reportedly failed lie- 
detector tests. 

She deflected all questions about 
the attack and her ex-husband, Jeff 
Gillooly, who confessed io a racke- 
teering charge in the plot and 
alleged Hordiifg also was involved. 

Other questions touched on sensi- 
tive subjects, especially the photos 
of her with breasts exposed, pub- 
lished in the London Sun, that have 


been circulating around ,the 
Olympics. The photos, appeared to_ 
have been made from a videotape 
shown on-tcIcvision in the United 
States. 

The Sun also quoted Mike Pliska, 
to whom Harding was engaged in 
1991, as saying, ‘Tonya loves danc- 
ing around naked. She has a great 
body and loves to flaunt it.” 

"1 hm very iipsct and I am' 
ashamed. I’m embarrassed,” 
Harding said. "The one thing I hhve 
to say is, if everyone could put 
themselves in my position, 'How 
would you feel?’" 

Harding said she felt “really 
lucky” to be at the Olympics after 
the problems she's faced, adding 
that she sees her^lf as an equal to 
all the other athletes. 

She acknowledged “a brief 
encounter” with KerrigM in the ath- 
letes’ village, saying it was “very 
positive, and it’s a private thing.” 
Though they have not talked on the 
ice, or even, watched each other per- 
form. Harding said there is no' awk- 
wardness about their workouts 
together.

“We’re going to have to walk 
before we can run with this,” said 
general manager George Young of 
the New York Giants, who currently 
have between $10 million and $11 
million to spend on 23 roster slots 
— not counluig money taken oul for 
rookies, boou^ 'and injured reserve. 

'nai SIl niillion fi^re is about 
standard, although it varies from 
almost nothing to around $20 mil- 
lion for leairis like New England, 
Cincinnati and Tampa Bay, have- 
nots who. will be forced to spend 
at least $30 million to meet the 
minimum salory cap. But even 


those teams weren’t ready to jump. 

'We’ve been gelling ready for free 
agency," says Patrick Forte; New 
^gland's director of football opera- 
tions. "But a lot of it- is going to 
depend on how teams will react. to.

Instead, he scolded them; ’’Woc.to you, 
America, if you do not protect life.” He 
insinuated that the United States is living in- 
sin: He, was narrowing in ,^n.particulat& 
issues: sexual abuse by priests, abortion,, 
homosexual!^, the diminishing priesthood 
and sexual promiscuity. 

My guess is, that negative message was 
lost on these young people who were being 
praised all over Denver by cab drivers, 
waitresses, hotel folks - just, about 
everybody - as the nicest throng of kids 
they had ever seen. I saw only one couple 
kissing, no fighting and no drunkenne^ or 
tomfoolery. ^ much for sin. These people 
don't need scolding; they deserve praise. ' 

' But in an effort to be fair to the pope, he 
isn’t the only cleric who is missing 
opportunities with people today. When you 
consider all the sermons being preached on 
Sunday morii'ings by well-intentioned 
clergy, it adds up to a monstrous pile of 
words.

' kefmon"encoorage*lhe- people in this 
congregation? 

Preachas, it is futile to scold. You are not 
on angry, Old Testament prophet roiling on 
the pfl gnna- You m the shepherd of a group 
of well-meaning people who sometimes go 
astray. Encourage the flock. 

, TlM third gu enon the preacher tnua ask 
■ is: whit does this mean fm my life? Here is 
where it gets painful because the p'reacher 
has to look de^ inside to see how this text - 
points its bony finger back at the pulpiteer. 

What feats and inadequacies or straglhs 
and victories docs this text address in your 
life? Tell your people how the text g^ at 
you.Finally, the preacher should ask: What 
docs this text mean for the world? What 
does it say to the people of Bosnia, those 
suffering from hunger in Cuba or the 
confused people of Russia? And, further, 
what does the text require of the people 
sitting in that little congregation that are 
addnssiog? 

' Now, dw readers, I want to give you an 
opportunity to tell your clergy what you 
think of their preaching. What irritates you, 
puts you to sleep, pleases, inspires, 
surprises, comforts and sends you home 
fecUogbetla?

‘Living in sin’ bias case mirrors others

BOSTON - A high court in 
Massachusetts has become an arbiter in a 
culture clash pitting religion against the 
sexual revolution. 

In a cose that bears resemblance to others 
around the country, two Catholic brothers 
arc facing charges of discrimination 
because they refused to rent on apartment 
to an unmarried couple. 

The brothers claim they were following 
their religious beliefs, but the state says 
their rental business doesn’t qualify as a 
' religious activity. 

“Oilholicism is not on trial here, but (the 


brothers') strongly held religious 
convictions ore," said Jay Sckulow, counsel 
for the American Center for Law and 
Justice, a Virginia group founded by 
religious broadcaster Pat Robertson. 

The center, which is representing the 
landlords, Paul and Ronald Desilets, 
presented arguments last week before the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court. 

Nikolas Nikas, another attorney with the 
Virginia group, said the landlords were 
justified in refusing to go against their 
religion. He also noted that fornication is 
still against the law in Massachusetts, 
althou^ authorities say it is rarely, if ever, 
enforced. 


“The commonwealth is attempting to 
force the Desilets to violate their sincerely 
held religious beliefs,” Nikas said. 

But Judith Beals, an assistant attorney 
general, said the landlords ore engaged in a 
commercial activity, not a form of worship 
that is protected under the law. 

“The landlords have not shown how the 
government has restrained them in their 
religious worship,” Beals told the court. 

Similar coses have arisen in other states. 
In 1990, the Minnesota Supreme Court 
ruled in favor, of a landlord who also 
refused to rent to an unmarried couple 
because of his religious beliefs. In 
California, the state Court of Appeals sided 


with a landlord, but the state Supreme 
Court last year refused to moke a ruling. 

Last year in Wisconsin, a state judge 
ruled a woman violated open housing laws 
by placing .an ad for a “Christian 
handyman” to rent a room in her home. 

Such cases evoke different views of how 
far religious liberties should extend. 

Anne-Morie Amiel, an attorney with the 
Rutherford Institute, an organization that 
specializes in religious civil liberties, said if 
a person rents a room in his or her home, 
“they should be allowed to choose who 
they want under their own roof.” 

But she said, if someone owns a string of

Prayer before, after games under attack 

MADISON, Wis. - The practice of having pre-game and post-gome 
prayers conducted for University of Wisconsin football players by a 
Catholic priest is under review after an anti-religion group complained 
about it. 

The priest and players said coach Barry Alvarez encouraged 
attendance at the prayers but did not require It. 

The Rev. Michael Burke is rector of Holy Name Seminary in 
Madison where the team has held prcscason tioimng for, more than 20.. 
years. 

Anne Gayior, president of the Madison-based Freedom from 
Religion Foundation, said Burke wa.s acting as an unofficial chaplain 
to the team. She claimed that relationship violated principles of 
separation of church and state and urged UW officials to end the 
relationship. 

Burke said that Alvarez and his staff encourage players to attend the 
prayers. 

"That’s probably a fair characterization. He (Alvarez) does not 
require them to attend," said Steven Malchow, an Athletic Department 
spokesman. 

Malchow said Alvarez had no comment on the issue. 

Profanity threatens Utah theater grants 

SALT LAKE CITY - A Mormon Church official has protested 
profanity in a production at the University of Utah's Pioneer 
Memorial Tlieutrc and has threatened to withdraw an annual church 
gram. 

Theater directors said the contents of productions will not be 
changed. 

In a recent letter to theater directors, Pr&sidcnl Gordon B. Hinckley, 
first counselor to church President Ezra Taft Benson, objected to - 
profanity in this winter's production of "Conversations With My 
Father." 

Hinckley threatened to withdraw the Sl5,000 annual grant from The ’ 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints Foundation unless the 
theater cleans up its act. 

Church spokesman Don LcFevrc said the letter was private 
corre.spondencc and he declined to comment. 

Pioneer Theatre Company Artistic Director Charles Morey and 
theater Managing Director Chris Lino said the content of productions 
will not be altered, however, and they expect foundation support will 
be dropped. 

"We arc committed to serve the entire community by producing a 
broad repertoire of theater drawn from the mainstream of American 
intellectual and cultural life," Morey said.

Night ministry aims^ 
at endangered teens

CHICAGO - The Rev. Thomas 
Behrens - you can call him Tom -^s 
sitting at the counter in the Dunkin’

Outside it is night, though not yet (he 
heartless bottom of the night - 1 a.m., 
2 a.m. - when it becomes clear that the 
kids standing on the comers, lingering 
in the diners, staring into store 
windows, have nowhere safe to go. 

Inside, the lights are bright, and 
across from Behrens three young guys 
in denim, leather and sunglasses slouch 
in a booth, in a haze of smoke and 
adolescent cool. 

“Teens need a lot of attention, ” 
Behrens says while the coolsters 
dramatically dole out pennies to a 
woman with a conspicuous hangover 
and no change for coffee. 

• "But,” Behrens continues, “we back 
away from teenagers, personally and 
instilutionany. It’s easy to be 
concerned about children because 
they’re cute little cherubs. Teenager 
aren’t cherubs.” 

.In 17 years working the 
neighborhood, Behrens has learned a 
lot about teenagers, and about the 
dangers and lure of the night. It is in 
places like this Dunkin' Donuts that he 
and his colleagues ol the Night 
Ministry seek out stranded teenagers 
who can’t or won’t go home, trying to 
bring them not so much to salvation as 
to safety. 

In January, Behrens won one of 
three '.awards from the Chicago 
Community Trust - $75,000 to spend 
studying what leads teenagers away 
from their famines and into the streets. 

Experience has already taught him 
plenty. 

Ordained in the Uititcd Church of 
Christ, Behrens, 48, began os the only 
employee of the Night Ministry in 
1976. He had two .master’s degrees, 
along with four years in mortgage 
banking. 

By (he mid-1980s, os he saw more 
and more teenagers living on the 
streets, he decided that homeless teens 
should be the ministry's focus. 

The teenagers he met had left 
home for various reasons - they 
were terrified to tell their parents 
they were gay, their parents had 
kicked them out, their parents had 


sexually abused them, they were 
using drugs. 

Their backgrounds varied too. 

"I’ve met kids on the street from 
some of Chicago's most recognizable 
and well-to-do families," he says. 

- A be^)cctaclcd man with blond hair— 
and a wide, open face, Behrens is, by 
his own description, shy. In the 10 
years he worked the streets, it wasn’t in 
his nature to walk right up to needy 
teenagers. ., 

Instead, he'd hong around Leon on a 
parking meter. Sit on a bar stool. Moke 
himself part of the scenery, until 
somconc-would wonder, "Who’s the 
guy in the funny clerical collar?" and 
strike up a conversation. 

What they said wasn’t always nice. ' 

‘This wos part of the test," he says 
mildly. “I’d bo in a place and the 
language would get worse, the jokes 
would get raunchie'r.-They’d whisper to 
the banender, 'Send him over a drink.’ 
They’d sec how I’d handle it." 

MltT a while, the young people on 
the street got to know him. They’d 
invite him places, like the juice joint 
that turned out to be a front for a 
pornography business. He’d listen to 
their stories, help them find places to 
stay. He struggled to convince them 
that he wasn’t seeking sex, the ’ 
currency in which many traded. 

Behrens, who is married and has 
three children, is now the Night 
Ministry’s executive director. He 
oversees a staff of 45. including four 
street ministers who work the Dunkin' 
Dorfuts and similar territory. 

Two years ago,*' the ministry opened 
a 16-bcd shelter for homeless youths 
between 14 and 21. It recently began 
operating a roving hcalth-carc bus, 
which runs from 8 p.m. until 2 a.m. 

"You know," Behrens says, leaning 
on the Dunkin’ E>onuts counter, “a few 
years ago my father said something to 
me. He said, 'I gave you and your 
brothers a wonderful I loved your 
mother every day of our lives.’ I 
understand what he meant now. What 
he gave us is security." 

Security is the one thing teenagers 
on jthe street lack most, the thing he 
woiild most like to give them. 

“Homeless teens are -among the 
easiest people to ignore because 
they're among the hortoi to reach.” he 
says. “They're striving for 
independence at the same time you’re 
trying to reach them. But homeless 
kids want to be at home. More than 
anything, they want to be safe."

' and religious activities,” Balcombe 
said. “1 don’t know if this is an 
isolated incident or an enforcement of 
a new policy to restrict the activities 
of Christian foreigners working in' 
China.-’’ -

The Chinese government has 
always had laws against religion, but 
they are enforced inconsistently. 

The new rules specifically ban 
proselytizing by foreigners and forbid 
churches to engage in what the 
government calls destructive, • 
independent, unauthorized or 
overseas-financed activities.

rental properties, “you arc basically 
a commercial landlord. The (fair 
housing) laws apply to you." 

A"fcdcral ln\^asscd last year, 

called the Religious Freedom 
Restoration Act, prevents any form 
of govenunent from interfering with 

alpersonla.exercise-of~religious- 

freedom unless it can show a 
“coropelUng”-interest. 

Some religious groups say the law 
bolsters the case of landlords such 
os the Desilets. 

While (he government has a 
legitimate interest in ensuring open 
housing, it has a variety of tools to 
achieve that, goal without having to 
“run roughshod over the religious 
liberties of others," said Brent 
Walker, general counsel for the 
Baptist Joint Committee, which 
focusn on religious Uberty issues. 

The Civil Liberties Union of 
Massacbuseits'.sided against the 
landlords in the case now before the 
high court 

“We care a lot about free exercise 
of religion,” said Slarab Wunsch, an 
attorney with the orgaolzatiqn.

Npt'too long after she began working at- 
a hospital in Pittsburgh, rumors of 
impending layoffs nearly paralyzed 
Margaret Matthews with fear. 

It wasn't until a decade later that the 
layoff actually came. Then her fcarS of 
unemployment were confirmed. More than 
once Matthews faced empty cupboards. 

After nearly two years of sending out 
3cores;^of applications, she found a job 
working’ with the disabled. Now the old 
fears have disappeared as she (earned dur- 
ing her unemployment. to place "ultimate 
faith" in God. 

"It became a real tight friendship 
because you’re constantly leaning on him^ 
And you’re very much aware you’re lean- 
ing on him. . .. 1 could feel the warmth. 1 
could feel- the love," she said, "You lose 
your fear.” 

The way individuals live out their faith 
at wdrk has gained growing theological 
attention in recent years irt reaction to a 
secular society (hat would limit religion to 
services and private prayers. 

Ironically, one of the richest sources of 
reflection on the spirj.tuality of work is 
coming from the unemployed, who have 
been forced by losing their jobs to take a 
step bade and examine the meaning of 
their earthly vocations.

Many unemployed people do go through 
stages of anger at God, particularly as 
their time of joblessness drags on, but 
those that keep their faith ore also the ones 
who arc more likely to retain the sclf-con- 
fidence to get new jobs and to avoid tak- 
ing their anger out on their spouses and 
children or other emotional pitfalls of 
unemployment, Gosse and Belechak say. 

Matthews, who is single, is one who tes- 
tifies to the power of faith. 

During her unemployment, Matthews 
remembers being down to her last meal 
and having people show up at her door 
with five or six bags of groceries and peo- 
ple she bad never met-sending her SIOO or- 
$150 when she needed it most. 

“For my own spiritual self, I learned 
ultimate trust in God," Matthews said. “1 
knew in my heart 1 had to do this walk."

more than short-term diet

Even the faithful often treat Lent 
simply like a short-term diet 

Ask someone to define the 
meaning and purpose of “Lent" 
and watch people scratch their 
heads. (Are you talking about that 
fuzzy stuff on fabrics and in peo- 
ple's navels?) 

Traditions die hard, but I doubt 
that many people understand what 
this centuries-old season of the 
Christian church means, much'less 
observe its ancient praedees. 

The know-it-alls know that Lent 
began this • week on Ash 
Wednesday (Feb. 16) and will 
continue for 40 days until Easter, 
April 3. And the know-it-all-and- 
more folks know that the Eastern 
Orthodox Church’s Lent is usually 
at a different-time. This year its 
lenten season starts on March 14. 
(Just don't ask for on explanation 
as to why the times differ; it|s too 
involved.) g 

But back to the meaning of 
Lent. It commemorates the time 
when Jesus spent 40 days in the 


wilderness fasting and praying. In 
solidarity with him, Christians 
were supposed to spend time seek- 
ing spintual renewal. 

Then someone got the idea to do 
not only some cleansing of the 
soul but some cleaning of the 
home, Arid so were bom Shrove 
Tuesday (clean out the kitchen 
•eupboot^) and its French equiva- 
lent Mardi Gras (get down and 
dirty before all that cleaning).. 
Everyone hod a hig'h old time 
before entering the austere season 
ofLent. 

Did anyone consider the contra- 
diction between fall-on-your-foce 
drunkenness preceding prayer and 
penitence? Or were such extremes 
intentional? I digress again. 

Lots of people still take time to 
do some spirituol introspection, 
(hough 1 suspect thot even among 
many of the foithftil, Lem is often 
treated more like a short-term diet: 
They refrain from eating from one 
major food group > caffeine colas, 
for instonce - for six weeks and 
consider their efforts at observing 
a spiritual discipline completed. 

For those who wont a more seri- 


ous commitment during Lent but 
still need some direction, may 1 
suggest a program published by on 
organization called Alternatives? 

The non-denominationai group 
was formed in 1973, oflering sug- 
gestions on woys to counteract the 
Qommercialism of Christmas. 
Now. for the first lime, it has pub- 
lished a lenten calendar offering 
suggestions to enrich people’s 
lives during a time of self-sacri- 
fice. Some of their suggestions 
include finding a quiet place in 
which to reflect in solitude, getting 
involved in a local charity and 
helping someone learn a craft or 
skill.

named Jack Kevorkian and Geoffrey 
Fi^er who say ending your life when 
you’re sick and desperate has nothing 
to do with religion and everything to 
do vrilh control 

More than that, Eggebeen’s is-a 
calm, articulate voice soothing those 
who wondCT if supporting death with 
digni^ contradicts tbeir faith in God 
arid the Bible. 

“People are angry bccijusc they’re 
afraid,” he says. “Afraid of offending 
God. I’d like to take awayjsome of that 
fear." 

On. Jon. 30, Kevorkioh and.Fieger 
stood in the sanctu^ of Eggebcen's 
church, St. Paul’s in Livonia, Mich., 
and, betmen services, promoted their 


petition drive to put their “mercy 
amendment" on the balloL 

“They have borne the brunt of so 
much hatred in the name of Jesus,” 
Eggebeen says of the pair. "1 can’t 
blame them for being a little sour about 
religion." 

'Their amendment to the Michigan 
State Constitution would guarantee ter- 
minally ill people the right to seek a 
doctor's help to end their lives. 

Within a day, Eggebeen got many 
angry calls. Xsked what they said, he 
replied; “I am a servant of Satan. 1 will 
bum in hell forever. I am o deceiver, an 
evil man. I’m nauseating and disgust- 
ing." 

He was girded for criticism, but “I'm 
still stunned by it, the absolute pure 
hatred that pours through a telephone 
line, all in the name of Jesus - which is 
a contradiction of huge proportions." 

As Eggebeen and 1 spoke in his 
office recently, caJb continued to pour 
in. “Listen," one assistant instructed 
others. ‘That’s all. Just listen." 

Piled haphazardly on Eggebeen’s 
desk were all sorts of books, including 
Bibles, books about life and death and 
a Kevorkian biography. The Bible is 
stored on his IBM computer, too, ond 
Eggebeen logs on to search for the 
word “Judas,” looking for the verse in 
Matthew in which the apostle hangs 
himself in remorse for having betrayed 
Jesus. 

Judas’ suicide isn't the only biblical 


one. Samson killed himself in the Old 
Testament. Saul, too, to avoid capture 
by the enemy. 

“The Bible portrays them as tragic 
figures,’' says Eggcbm. “At no point 
is suicide condemned. I find no evi- 
dence in scriptures Vhere God Judges 
the weak and finds them wanting 
because of their weakness. If there is 
any judgment in the Bible, it's against 
the proud and the presumptuous, who 
see thenrsclves as morally superior." 

The 49-yeor-old pastor was 20 years 
younger, jrosted at a parish in Altoona, 
Pa., when he first confronted suicide. 

“On a Sunday afternoon, a woman 1 
knew well from the parish called to 
. say, 'My husband just killed himself.’ 
The man had walked upstairs to his 
bedroom, lay down on his bed ond put 
a pistol to his head." 

Knowing them to be loving, gentle 
people, “I decided right then and there 
that suicide was not a mortal sin, and 
may not be any more sinful than any 
other stupid things we do in our lives, 
but instead a sign of weakness, the fun- 
damental weakness of being humatt.'' 

Since then, medical technology has 
extended human suff^g, testing our ' 
stamina, keeping alive men and 
women who would have growir ill and 
died quickly a century ago. 

Any number of those people have 
clutched Eggebcen's shirt and his con- 
science and whispered, “Why am I still 
olive?”

NEW YORK — The Dow industri- 
als fell 35 points Friday to close at 
3887 as the U.S. Treasury bond mar- 
ket tumbled for a second straight day 
amid rising fears that U.S. inflation 
may become Tnorc troublesome in ■ 
coming months, prompting further 
tightening actions by the Federal Re- 
serve, 

Such tightening, in a worst-case 
scenario, could reverse the massive 
flow of money from interest-bearing 
accounts into stock mutual funds over 
the pas't three years. It could eventual- 
ly stifle the U.S. economic recovery, 
which many economists believe only 
recently, in the fourth quarter of 
1993, began to gather momentum.
